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The late Jesse Lee Kimbro 
requested in a letter dated Feb- 
rurary 9, 1970, to his good 
friend Tatum Bedsole that he 
write an article for the paper 
following his death which he 
felt was fast approaching. Mr, 
Bedsole honored that request 
and wrote the following article; 


SOME HIGHLIGHTS ON THE 
LIFE AND DEMISE OF JESSE 
LEE KIMBRO, A MOST UNI- 
QUE AND COLORFUL CITI- 
ZEN, 


Jesso L, Kimbro, 83, of 
Kington, Alabama, died Friday 
nigh August 20th in Tyson Ma~ 
nor in Montgomery where he 
resided since August, 1969, He 
became ill in July 1968 and fol- 
lowing serious surgery had 
made his home at Tyson Ma- 
nor with the exception of ashort 
time in Brewton and Opp. In 
December 1970, he again under~ 
went surgery and was never well 
enough after that to even visit 
his home in Kinston as he had 
on previous occasions prior to 
December, His wife, Olive 
Etta Heath Kimbro preced- 
ed him in death March 18, 
1967. They married in Butler 
County June 23, 1907 and cele- 
brated their Golden Anniver- 
Sary June 23, 1957, 

One of the inscrutable mys- 
teries of creation, if not the 
most lamentable tragedy of hu- 
man existence, that when aman 
reaches the fullest maturity of 
wisdom and attains the ripest 
development of temper and 
jugigment, then he must die. The 
recent death of J, L, Kimbro 
adds affirmation to this melan- 
choly statement, He was born 
near Valley Grove in Covington 
County, April 24, 1888 and it 
may be said of him without fear 
of contradiction that he was, in 
all probablity, the most singular 
and colorful postal employee 
and public citizen wherever he 
resided, His life was a not. 
able record of unique achieve- 
ments, He served more rural 
mail routes (two of them at the 
Same office at different times) 
than any other carrier ~ 
five in all, First and last, he 
owned and publisned more 
newspapers than any employee 
in the postal service. In all 
likelihood, he was the only citi- 
zen of Covington County phys.- 
cally normal, who never saw 
the courthouse at Andalusia 
until he was grown; he was 
never r.ore than 50 miles from 
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his birthplace until he was 22 
years old; was the only known 
retired rural caryier to have a 
daughter to become manager or 
postal operations, This refers 
to his daughter, Miss Libby 
Kimbro, of Kinston, Ala- 
bama, He advocated and in- 
fluenced former Governor B, 
M. Miller to pave Covington 
County’s first highway in 
the state with black-top ma- 
terial, Many years ago the re- 
gular tax assessor of Covington 
County died and J, L, Kimbro 
was first choice for the job of 
Serving out the unexpired term, 
In order for the deceased tax 
assessor’s widow to get the ap- 
pointment, Kimbro graciously 
bowed out and permitted her to 
Get the job which honoredhimas 
the first citizen in his county 
to influence the appointment of 
a lady to public office in that 
county. When J, L, Kimbro 
published newspapers in Coy- 
ington County, some of the time 
with his brother-in-law, he was 
the first editor in the entire na- 
tion to advocate the nomina-~

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Highlights Of Life Of J. L. Kimbro

tion and election of Franklin 
D, Roosevelt for President of 
the United States, 

Mr. Kimbro married Olive 
Etta Heath, of Butler County, 
June 23, 1907 - ‘‘the prettiest 
girl he ever saw’ he always 
Said. This was attested by the 
fact that Mrs, Kimbro was beau- 
tiful to her dying day, 

Kimbro was reared ona farm 
and’ was a farmer on his own 
for a while, He moved to Gal 
liver, Florida in 1911, Cotton 
was planted for a cash crop 
but the boil weevils came in 
1912-13 and soon had -his 
prospective money crop des- 
troyed. This happened when a 
fourth child was soon to join 
his family, But he got a good 
break when a rural mail car- 
Tier’s examination was opened 
to fill a vacancy, He passed 
and was assigned to one of the 
first four rural routes estab- 
lished in Santa Rosa County, 
Florida which was composed 
then of Hialf of Okaloosa County 
where he lived, Kimbro com- 
menced serving the route as 
temporary carrier June 2, 1914 
and was appointed regular car- 
rier December 1, 1914, Heused 
horse and buggy the first two 
years and alternated with a 
bicycle two or three days 
a week to rest his horse, 

Elder Kimbro bought a Model 
“'T" Ford in July 1916 and ace 
cepted a most attractive trans- 
fer to a route in Midland City, 
Alabama, and moved there 
in December of that year, His 
love and memories of his old 
Galliver route haunted him with 
such feryor he worked up a 
transfer back to that office and 
moved there Jan, 1, 1918, 
It was this year that he began 
his Primitive Baptist ministry = 
the cause he loved most, He 
was so devoted to his ministry 
he resigned his mail route June 
30, 1920 to accept employment 
by one of his church papers, 
His love of newspaper work in- 
creased so he returned to Ala- 
bama and bought the Opp News. 
More than two yearshe waspart 
owner of the Florala News with 
his brother-in-law in the early 
1920’s, Later he owned and 
published the Opp News for sey= 
eral years, He resigned the 
mail seryice to accept a posie 
tion with a newspaper in Fore 
dyce, Arkansas, where he lived 
for nearly two years; it wasaf- 
ter he returned to Alabama from 
Arkansas that he bought a half 
interest in the Florala News, 
After selling the Opp News he 
learned that he was eligible for 
reinstatement in the rural mail 
service and became appointed

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to a route in Georgiana, He 
Swapped this route to a carrier 
at Kinston and moved there until 
his retirement, March 20, 1957, 

J, L, Kimbro resided in Covy~ 
ington County (where he was 
born) and also in Butler and Cof- 
fee counties and short times in 
Houston County and Arkansas, 
He never lost interest in politics 
and affairs of state. On Fri- 
day morning, August 20, the 
nurses at Tyson Manor could 
not awaken him. Later in the 
day he roused enough to recog- 
nize his children but around 
9 o'clock that night he closed 
his eyes on a cloudless sky to 
Sleep in peace until called forth 
on that great day all Christ.

Funeral services were held 
Sunday afternoon August 22nd, 
at 4 p.m, at the Rainer Fun- 
eral Home Chapel with the El- 
der Sam Etheridge officiating;

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Check Your Tires 
Once a Month 


“Two of the most impor- 
tant rules in tire safety and 


mileage are maintaining the 
proper air pressure and regu- 
larly examining for excessive 


or irregular tread wear,” 
says Ross R, Ormsby, Chair- 


man of the Tire Industry 
Safety Council. 

Checking a tire’s air pres- 
sure is an easy task that any 
motorist can handle. The 
Council recommends the pres- 


sure be checked at least once 
a month with a personal hand 
gauge, Government surveys 
have found that air tower 
gauges are often inaccurate. 
Check the pressure when the 
tires are cool, before starting 
out on the road. Your car 
owner’s manual will tell what 
the correct pressure should 
be, and then if necessary add 
the needed amount. 

Then take a Lincoln penny 
and insert it upside down into 
the tread groove. If the top 
of Lincoln’s head is visible in 
two or more adjacent grooves, 
the tire needs replacement. 
Safety experts consider a tire 
as “bald” when the tread 
depth is worn to 1/16th of an 
inch or less. After this point, 
the tires are 44 times more 
likely to suffer disablement 
than new tires. 

Removing nails, small 
stones or bits of glass em- 
bodied in the tread will help 
prevent costly tire damage 
which can lead to failure, 
This preventive maintenance 
is normally done at the serv- 
ice station when the tires are 
rotated (every 5,000 miles), 
the oil changed or the car lub- 
ricated, But there is no sub- 
stitute for periodic personal 
inspection for greater assur- 
ance.

A bill allowing uniformed 
officers to make arrests at 
the scene of a traffic acci- 
dent without a Warrant pas-~ 
sed the Alabama Senate 
Thursday night and now 
awaits the signature of the 
governor to become law, 

Under the new law, a uni- 
formed officer may arrest 
any driver involved in an 
accident, if upon personal 
investigation, including in- 
formation from eye-wit- 
nesses, the evidence clear- 
ly indicates that the acci- 
dent was caused by a dri- 
ver under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, 

“This is the greatest 
piece of highway safety le- 
gislation since the passage 
of the implied consent 
bill,’’ said J, Craig Smith, 
Birmingham, president of 
the Alabama Safety Coun- 
cil, Inc, 

“Traffic accidents sel- 
dom occur in the presence 
of an officer, Accidents 
in which drunk drivers are 
involved most frequently 
occur late at night on we- 
ekends whenanarrest war- 
rant cannot be obtained, To 
meet this situation this bill 
gives the authority tomake

In the current Congressional debate over what to do 
about welfare the one clear point is that the present system 
is not working. 


The scope of the welfare crisis is shown in the explosion 
of the Aid for Dependent Children caseload, During 1970 
the number of people receiving ADC assistance increased 
32 per cent while actual dollars paid out increased 36 per 
cent. The growth was primarily reflected in family break- 
ups through separation, desertion, divorce or illegitimacy. 
Almost three-forths of the children receiving ADC were 
in the “father absent” category. 


The reform bill which passed the House has the virtue 
of providing work incentives, work training and requiring 
welfare recipients to accept certain responsibilities in 
order to obtain benefits. It provides hope for eventually 
redneing the number on welfare, because, unlike the pres- 
ent system, it does not encourage family breakups, 


As the Ways & Means Committee stated: “Your commit- 
tee’s bill will establish a new welfare system, based on a 
sympathetic understanding of the needs of the helpless, 
and the conviction that all those who are capable of par- 
ticipating in the economy of this country should have the 
opportunity and the responsibility of doing so. It is a sys- 
tem desiged to be fair and rational, the kind of system 
which recipients deserve and taxpayers can respect.” 


The Senate should act promptly, preserving the posi- 
live principles in the House version. While the President 
has asked that welfare reform be delayed for one year, it 
would be wise to have a new law on the books, ready to go.

Today's Subject: What Parents Can Do 
About Drug Misuse 


Except for speeding in a motor vehicle on the highways, 
Marijuana smoking is likely the most vommonly committed 
crime in the nation. Americans who have experimented with 
Marijuana smoking at least once may number as many as 20 
million persons. It is estimated by the Pentagon in Washington 
that perhaps as much as 30% of our troops in Vietnam have 
tried “‘pot,”’ but most people making the estimates seem to 
agree that this is a conservative guess, Where surveys have 
been taken in larger universities the extent of Marijuana users 
tops 50% of the undergraduates and the figure is rising. 

You'll hear the argument, coming most often from very 
young users of Marijuana, that it is harmless, has no long- 
lasting effects, and it is not “habit forming.”’ In one recent 
survey of 200 Marijuana smokers, it was found that 49% had 
already experimented with LSD, 43% had tried Amphetamines 
and 24% some form of the Barbiturates. In all of them, two- 
thirds had used other illegal drugs! If, in the research now 
underway, Marijuana is proved physically and at the same 
time medically safe (which is unlikely), isn't it obvious that 
there still is a definite guilt by association? It seems to form 
a pattern that the Marijuana user seldom remains ONLY a 
user of this drug. 

Specialists concerned with drug misuse offer these con- 
structive suggestions to parents in dealing with their children: 

1, Keep your cool—a level head thinks logically, makes bet- 

ter decisions and generally acts more wisely. 

2. Listen to what young people are really trying to tell you. 
Drugs are not the cause of drug use — at least not ini- 
tially — there are hundreds of reasons why a child ex- 
periments with drugs. Find those potential reasons in 
your home - family relationships. Correct what might 
become a dangerous condition BEFORE it can cause 
serious trouble. 

3. Get the facts concerning drugs and make certain you 
expose your youngsters to this data in an atmosphere 
of sharing. 

4. When setting discipline be very fair . 
time be very FIRM. : 

5. All experts in the field agree on this one being of Menost 
importance: SET GOOD PARENTAL EXAMPLES! A 
parent who in effect says, “Do as I say, not as I do, 
stands little chance of influencing his children for true 
good.

How much is enough? 
Are you careful not to ov- 
erprice an item and lose 
sales or underprice and 
lose dollars that should be 
adding to profits? Effect- 
ive pricing is one of your 
most important, responsi- 
bilities as a businessman, 

A “magic’’ formula? No, 
there isn’t one, but a good 
understanding of pricing 
methods will help, The full 
cost method is used by 
many businessmen whobe- 
live that each product must 
cover all the costs of that 
particular product. The 
purchase price is not the 
only cost; remember labor, 
materials, overhead, and, 
important to you, a pre- 
determined percentage for 
profit, Yet, this adding of 
a rigid ‘‘standard’’ mark- 
up is the exception rather 
than the rule. Such a rigid 
mark-up has been found 
to not be influenced by 
consumer demand, This 
consumer demand must be 
satisfied to sell your mer- 
chandise and make that 
profit. 

A more common prac- 
tice is to use these same 
full costs as a guide to 
establish a price “‘floor,’’ 
Using this as a base, the 
merchant may add flexible 
mark-ups. This merchant 
keeps his ‘‘eyes and ears’’ 


open to adjust prices to 
consumer demand or com- 
petition while still protect- 
ing himself from under- 
pricing. 

A variety store may 
classify certain items as 
‘competitive’? and add a 
50% mark-up over the 
wholesale price, On other 
non-competitive items, a 
100% mark-up may be ap- 
plied. This exemplifies a 
method of pricing used by 
many retailers by adding 
a mark-up - sometimes 
referred to as a gross 
margin, It is just adding 
a percentage of the whole- 
sale cost, The business us- 
ing this method must re- 
member the effect of dif- 
ferent prices on _ sales 
volumes and determine 
which items will bear high 
mark-ups and which low 
mark-up items will give a 
necessary sales volume to 
still make a good profit, 

When you are deter- 
mining a specific pricing 
policy, consider these fac- 
tors upon all business, Of- 
ten, prices should vary with 
economic condititions, A 
trend toward credit buying, 
for example, may reflect 
a willingness to purchase 
higher-priced items, Ifyou 
carry an expensive line, 
consider honoring bank 
charge cards, These char-

All-aluminum cans flowed 
into aluminum producer re- 
cycling centers across the na- 
tion twice as rapidly during 
the second-quarter of 1971 
as during the previous three 
months, according to a sur- 
vey conducted by the Alumi- 
num Association, 

Some 147 million cans were 
returned to the reclamation 
centers during the April- 
June quarter, compared to 
73 million cans turned in the 
first quarter-year. Close to 
$1 million was paid out in the 
six month period. 

If collections for the rest 
of the year continue at the 
second-quarter rate, total 
1971 collections would 
amount to more than 515 
million cans cleaned up off 
the ground or separated out 
of trash.

Possible Law Suits Are Good Reason For Knowing About Credit Protection Act 


Should you be concerned 
about the provisions of the 
1969 Consumer Credit Pro- 
tection Act? 

The possible results of 
your failure to comply with 
this regulation is sufficient 
reason for apprehension, If 
you fail to make disclosure 
as required under this le- 
gislation, your customer 
may sue you for twice the 
amount of the finance char- 
ge plus court costs and 
attorney’s fees. In addi-~ 
tion, if you willfully or 
knowingly disobey the law 
or Regulation Z and are 
convicted, you could be fi- 
ned up to $5,000 or be im- 
prisoned for one year, or 
both, 

Most consumers are di- 
rectly affected by the Act, 
Amy person or organization 
who extends or arranges 


credit for which a finance 
charge is or may be pay~ 
able or which is repayable 
in more than four install- 
ments must be familiar 
with Federal Reserve Re- 
gulation Z -- Truth- 
in-Lending. As acreditor, 
you are responsible for 
complying with the regula- 
tion, 

For instance, if you own 
a shop you can no longer 
advertise that you will sell 
‘watches or any other item 
for ‘five dollars down and 
two dollars a month,’ You 
must specifycash price and 
all credit charges, 

It should be pointed out 
that Regulation Z is a dis- 
closure law. it does nor 
fix maximum or minimum 
charges for credit. Itsim- 
ply specifies what facts you 
must show your customers

or prospective customers 
in writing about the cost of 
your credit so tnat the 

can easily know how meh 
they are paying for credit 
and can cumpare costs 
with those of other credit 
sources, 

The Truth -In - Len- 
ding Act and Regulation Z 
(1) spell out the disclosures 
that those who extend con- 
sumer credit must make 
to their customers, (2) set 
standards for advertising 
credit terms and (3)_per- 
mit a customer to cancel 
some types of credit ar- 
rangements, 

The finance charge and 
the annual percentage rate 
are the two most impor- 
tant disclosures required 
by this regulation, As de- 
fined by the Regulation, the 
finance charge is the total 


of ull costs which your 
customer must pay directly 
or indirectly for obtain- 
ing credit, The annual 
percentage rate, simply 
stated, is the cost of cre- 
dit in percentage terms, 

Some of the more con- 
mon items that make up 
the finance charge figure 


are: interest, loan fee, 
loan brokerage fee, time 
price differential, car- 
rying charges, premium 


for credit life or other in- 
surance (if required), and 
credit check fee (except 
real estate transactions.) 
Some costs which may be 
excluded from the finance 
charge are taxes, licenses 
fees, registration fees, 
certain title and other le- 
gal fees, and some real es- 
tate closing fees, You 
must, however,. itemize 


these charges and show 
them to your customer, 
The statement of cre- 
dit costs, as shown to the 
customer must be clearly 
typed or written, stating 
the dollars and cents total 
and the annual percentage 
rate, The words ‘finance 
charge’ and ‘annual per- 
centage rate’ must stand 
out clearly, along with their 
respective figures, 
Figuring out the annual 
percentage rate of the cost 
of credit on individual 
transactions can be very 
complex in some instances, 
The computation will vary 
depending upon whether the 
credit is ‘open - end’ or 
‘closed-end’, To assist 
you, The Federal Reserve
